Grand Jury Demands Plan 


4 Being “fully mindful of the 
fact that the County Commiss- 
ion is one of the elections that 
will be held in 1976,’’ the Elba 
Division of the Coffee County 
Grand Jury submitted its re- 
port of December 1, 1975 to 
Circuit Judge Eris Paul. 

In the final report of the 
year, the jurors reported an 
improvement on the jail from 
the last report and commend- 
ed Sheriff Neil Grantham's 
Départment for its cleanli- 
ness and the way the prison- 
ers are being cared for and 
fed. The jury members had 
further favorable comments 
for the business-like manner 


’ in which the Sheriff's Office 


handles its business, and sp- 
ecifically commended Deputy 
Ray Norris. 

Other favorable comments 
included those that bonds of 
the various county officials 
were found to be properly 
filed and recorded into the 
books and records, and rec- 
rds of the county appeared 
to be well kept. However, it 
was found that‘the problem of 
storage space for records in 
the offices of the Circuit Cl- 
erk and the Probate Judge 
still exists; and recommenda- 
tions were made for this so- 
lution. 

The report stated that ‘‘In 
reviewing prior Grand Jury 
reports with regards to coun- 
ty property, we find that rec- 
ommendations of the Grand 
Jury have been either ignored 
or only partially complied 
Alpert "' Specific areas 
include: 

The County Office annex, 
which ‘‘conditions mentioned 
in the Grand Jury Report of 
the 24th of June, 1975, still 
exist.” 


, The Health Center building 
appears to be in good repair, 
they reported, but the mem- 
bers find that ‘‘the front door 
does not function properly... 
and should be corrected or 
replaced,’’ as mentioned in 
prior reports. 

“The Jail is sub-standard, 
obsolete, and is not adequate 
as far as the number of pris- 
oners that can be housed, and 
there are no facilities for 
keeping female or juvenile 
offenders.’’ 

“The Courthouse building 
is in bad need of repair from 
the standpoint of water dam- 
age to walls and floors,’’ and 
they recommended again that 
this building be brought up to 
a ‘‘standard worthy of Coffee 
County or abandoned.’’ 

In the Pensions & Secu- 
rity Building, attention was 
called to windows that needed 
to be adjusted to accomodate 
necessary air-flow for heat- 
ing and cooling; and it was 
found that additional space 
was also needed here. 

In summary, the Grand 
Jury recommended and demand- 
ed ‘that the County Govern- 
‘ing Body take a very close 
look at all of the properties 
of the county including its 
real estate and the opera- 
tion of the unit system, and 
prepare a list of priorities 
together with long-range plan- 
ning for the county to cover a 
five-year period and make 
available to this Grand Jury 
which we will recess and call

Robert Folsom, asked for a 
clear understanding on the 
motion last month concerning 
the pay raise for the firemen 
and the ownership of the new 
radios. The coundil told them 
the raise was permanent, the 
radios belonged to the men 
who paid for them as far as 
the council was concerned and 
that the City would only pay 
for repairs on the Chief's 
radio. With this understand- 
ing the discussion ended ap- 
parently to everyone's satis- 
faction. 

The next matter also con- 
cerned the firemen, but was 
actually a formality. The fire 
department selects its ownof- 
ficers and recently elected a 
new slate of officers. The 
council must give official san- 
ction to this action and after 
a few questions concerning 
newly elected Chief Lloyd 
Driggers living out of the city 
limits and working all over 
Coffee County the election was 
endorsed and the department 
commended for its fine work. 

Former Chief Charles Cox 
thanked the council for the 
fine co-operation he had re- 
ceived during his service as 
chief, saying the city had al- 
ways worked with him when- 
ever asked. 

The house on the airport 
property was discussed by the 
council. Last year bids were 
taken on the removal of the 
house from the property. A bid 
of slightly over $800 was re- 
ceived and accepted for the 
house but it was never moved. 
The council instructed City 
Clerk Jack Prescott to issue 
a letter to Mr. Ellie Brunson 
to move the house within 
fifteen days or further action 
would be taken. 

Christmas gifts for city 
employees are a tradition in 
Elba. In the past each employ- 
ee was given a ham for Christ- 
mas. The council voted togive 
each employee a $10 bonus 
this year rather than the ma- 
terial gifts, noting that some

perferred money and the cost 
of hams had escalated in re- 
cent years. The council was 
informed that 51 city employ- 
ees qualify for Christmas 
gifts. 

Mayor Sawyer notified the 
council that Christmas decor- 
ations would be put up be- 
ginning on Thursday of this 
week. 

Councilman Virgil Cole- 
man asked for adiscussion on 
the lighting of the Mulberry 
Recreation area. “If we are 
going to do this we need to 
make a decision now,” he said, 
“and not tell these people we 
are going to do it until we 
make this decision formally.” 
After a short discussion Cole- 
man made a motion to make 
the necessary provisions to 
light the Mulberry field by 
March 2lst. Councilman Car- 
penter seconded the motion 
and the motion passed unan- 
imously. 

D. M. English reported on 
the city’s progress with the 
$49,000 Community Develop- 
ment grant Elba received and 
on long range plans for the 
projected , slum clearance 
program. Several area citi- 
zens were present for this 
discussion and asked English 
questions on the matter. 

Police Chief Johnston re- 
ported that Elba had been ap- 
proved for a traffic school 
for traffic offenders. All that 
was needed was for the coun- 
cil to approve the school 
and the National Safety Coun- 
cil would furnish all equip- 
ment for the school. John- 
ston said this would not be 
the first offenders, but for 
repeat offenders. Approval 
was unanimous. 

Towns surrounding Elba 
may send people tothis school 
if they desire, said Johnston. 

Councilman Ronnie Vaughan 
asked about buying a new back- 
hoe for the street department. 
This matter has beendiscuss- 
ed several times in the past. 
Mayor Sawyer noted that he 
didn’t feel the city could af- 
ford the expense. However, 
he didn’t object to asking for 
bids on the machine and then 
deciding after exact prices 
were received. 

Prescott notified the coun- 
cil that William Scarborough’s 
term on the Housing Author- 
ity Board has expired. This 
will be placed on the agenda 
for action at the next meeting.

Celebrates Anniversary

able anniversary 

Inthe New Year, the double- 
barred cross will round out 
seven decades as the official 
emblem of the fight for healthy 
lungs in the United States. Ad- 
opted in this country in 1906; 
it was first associated withthe 
movement to control tubercu- 
losis, then America’s number 
one killer. Today, as the in- 
Signia of the American Lung 
Association, the double-barred 
poss is a unifying mark for 
ifs more than 200 affiliated 
associations across the country 
as they conduct the annual 
Christmas Seal campaign to 
raise funds for the prevention 
and control of lung disease 

The red double-barred cross 
iS an essential identification 
Sign on the Christmas Seals 
which decorate millions oflet- 
ters, greeting cards and gift 
packages at holiday time. Al- 
though the Seal designs change 
each year, the lung association 
Symbol remains constant 

Mrs. Una Edwards, Christ- 
mas Seal Chairman for Coffee 
County said, “The double - 
barred cross is now the em- 
blem of a modern-day crusade 
against emphysema, chronic 
bromckitis and asthma as well 
as TB. In addition, it symbo- 
lizes the lung associations ef- 
forts to reduce the dangers to 


ing and air pollution 

Sometimes referred to asthe 
“Cross of Lorraine,” the 
double - barred cross of the 
Christmas seals actually re 
sembles more closely the Pat 
riarchal Cross, also known as 
the Jerusalem Cross. The Pat- 
riarchal Cross has flat ends, 
and unequal double cross bars 
at the top of the staff, or stand- 
ard. It was carried by the 
patriarchs of Jerusalem and 
Constantinople. The crusades 
of the llth though l4th cen- 
turies familiarized Europe with 
the double barred cross 
as seén on Greek churches of 
Asia Minor and Turkey 

Godfrey de Bouillion, Duke 
of Lorraine, leader ofthe first 
cursade, adopted the double - 
barred cross as his standard 
when he became ruler of Jer- 
usalem in 1099. It became the 
emblem of the House of-Lor- 
raine’in France, differing from 
the Patriarchal Cross in having 
the lower cross bar near the 
base, 

“The red double-barred 
cross, in its earlier forms a 
symbol of peace and brother- 
ly understanding, is now asym- 
bol of hope for those with lung 
disease and a call for help 
to protect the lungs of all peo- 
ple.” Mrs. Edwards said. “you 
can answer the call by answer- 
ing your Christmas Seal let- 
ter - - the one with the double- 
barred cross.”

19, 1975,.more than 34,000 
Jehovah's Witnesses from 
‘Malawi who fled as refugees 
,to Mozambique in 1972 because 
of severe persecution were 
forced to return to Malawi and 
now experience brutal persecu- 
tion again: All of this is be- 
cause of their refusal to join 
a political party.” 

Harper said he had re- 
ceived a report from N. H. 
Knorr at the Brooklyn Head- 
quarters of Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses. 

In some instances’ the 
Witnesses were allowed to 
enter their villages and take 
up occupancy of houses they 
abandoned in 1972. However. 
in most cases, the Witnesses 
refused to buy political party 
cards, and immediately beat-

The children are 
being left behind either to stay 
with relatives or fend for them- 
selves. The government order 
applies this even to nursing 
infants, and the police have 
carried it out, according to 
the reports.

New Law Removes 
Limit On Mayor's Pay 


On November 18, the last 
day of the fourth special ses- 
sion of the Alabama Legis- 
lature, a bill passed removing 
limits on the amount of salary 
that can be paid to mayors of 
small towns Previously a 
mayor in towns the size of 
Elba could only earn $400 a 
month 

The salary must be set 
by the city council at least 
Six months before an elec- 
tion This part of the law 
didn’t change. For example, 
if the Elba election is to be 
held on August 10. any sal- 
ary change from tne current 
$250 per month must be made 
by February 10
